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PROGRESS 
There Is a brave old saying that "it doesn’t 
matter so much where you are as in what 
direction you’re going:.” And this. we have 
always liked to think, is a typically Ameri­ 
can attitude. 
There Is still quite a bit of growling and 
worrying in this country, though it seems to 
lessen visibly as we face facts and get on the 
job of doing the things that have to be done. 
But when we look hack and remember the 
plight we and the world in general were in a 
year ago, many of us may feel like getting 
down on our marrow-bones and thanking God 
that we’ve got our nerve liack and climbed 
out of the pit of gloom and confusion as far 
as we have. 
Several things have contributed to this 
lift of spirit. As a nation we are naturally op­ 
timistic. We can bo kept down for just about 
so long, then we rise up and crave action. 
We have got a big spiritual boost from Brit­ 
ain’s brave fight and her triumph over trou­ 
bles immeasurably greater than ours. We 
have benefited likewise by the courage and 
tenacity of the Russians, who if they must 
die are determined to do it facing the enemy. 
With them now stand, in spirit if not in arms, 
other nations that lately seemed doomed. 
There is a growing rebellion against the de­ 
stroyers who lately threatened to overrun the 
earth.

Hiles against listening to foreign broadcasts, 
and those who have caught breaking them 
are punished.

ATLANTIC AIR EXPRESS 
The start of regular air express service 
across the Atlantic this month is a develop­ 
ment which might well have been undertaken 
sooner. Air express in the United States has 
been in operation for 14 years. Freight has 
been carried by plane to remote and inacces­ 
sible areas where railroads never have been 
built and water transportation has been 
available 
only 
seasonably. 
In 
northern 
Siberia, in the interior of Australia, in South 
American jungles and in the sparsely set­ 
tled northern half of Canada, air freight has 
been the means of delivering mail, food, and 
even heavy machinery and tools. 
Air express rates have been high in the 
past, but are coming down now with ir* 
creases in quantity of stuff carried. And re­ 
gardless of rates, air express across the At­ 
lantic is worth while at the present time be­ 
cause it Is safer and quicker than water 
transportation. 
Most of the goods shipped by this method 
will go to the British Isles, but shipments 
may lie made to Europe if accompanied by 
"air-certs,” or certification from the British 
consular officials that they contain no con­ 
traband. 
After the war, unquestionably, such serv­ 
ice will continue, although then there should 
be plenty of cargo for ships, too. 


In this war, events more faster than poli­ 
cies, and theorists are usually behind the 
news.

Thus Germany is said to he second among 
the most "radio-minded ’ nations, w ith only 
the United States having more sets. Owner­ 
ship has grown so that two-thirds of the 
German people have radios.

od of tre a tin g a num ber of m en tal patients of th e 
sam e tyi>e at one time is in use in London. 
A description of this m ethod is given in The L a n ­ 
cet by D r. E. N. Snowden, London. It is called m ass 
th erap y (tre a tm e n t). The ta lk s to the cluss of each 
type of m en tal illness a re sim ple and are m ade as 
in terestin g as possible. The p a tie n ts come to realize 
th a t m en ta l or behavior sym ptom s have a cau se 
just as do sym ptom s of any physical ailm ent; and 
the m e n ta l specialist m ust search for the cause of 
th eir b ehavior sym ptom s ju st as the general p h y­ 
sician seek s for the cause of physical sym ptom s. 
T he p atie n ts learn th a t sym ptom s sim ilar to 
th eir ow n a re quite comm on an d th a t sym ptom s n o t 
sim ilar to th eir own are also comm on and y et th e 
sym ptom s in both eases are due to the one cause. 
T h e re is a course of eight lectures, each lastin g 
tw en ty m inutes, one each w eek. T he first th ree lec­ 
tures d eal w ith various asp ects of the anxiety sta te s, 
th en follow talks on depression, experience and pho­ 
bia ( fe a r), sim ple m enial conflict, physical and m en ­ 
tal in trospection (looking in w ard on one’s self), an d 
a final ta lk on the application of the principles 
brought o u t at each lecture. 
Im m ed iately after the class, each p atien t re ­ 
ceives a three-m inute interview while the o th e r 
m em bers of the class sit to g e th e r and discuss th e 
(xiints b ro u g h t out in the lectu re. Thus 20 p a tie n ts 
are tre a te d in one hour. 
It is a g reat step tow ard recovery for a "b eh av ­ 
ior’’ p a tie n t to learn t lint o th e rs suffer w ith sym p­ 
tom s sim ilar to his own.
